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March 18 - the history behind this date 


March 18 is Aruba’s National 
Holiday. This is the date that 
the community celebrates Flag 
and Anthem Day and it has a 
special significance. Even- 
though the island finally 
achieved its autonomous state 
officially on January 1, 1986 it 
was March 18 that set the his¬ 
torical scene putting Aruba on 
the road to greater political in¬ 
dependence. 

On March 18, 1948 the 
Aruba delegation at the first 
Dutch Round Table Confer¬ 
ence presented a petition to the 
Dutch government requesting 
for a separate status in the 
Dutch Kingdom, seceding 
from The Netherlands Antilles. 
One of the members of this 
delegation was Shon A. Eman, 
the late father of the present 
Prime Minister of Aruba, Mr. 
Mike Eman. 

Going back in history, one 
has to visualize the situation at 
that time. No daily newspa¬ 
pers, no radio or TV, and vari¬ 
ous parts of the island had no 
electricity, just a group of de¬ 
dicated Arubans with the 
dream of becoming “baas den 
bo mes cas” - boss in your 
own home! 

In these extreme difficult 
times 42 meetings were held 
around the island to gather sig¬ 
natures for the motion. Shon A. 
accompanied by notary W. 
Lampe, visited locals all over 
the island, in the period of Sep¬ 


tember 28, 1947, to January 
11, 1948 collecting the signa¬ 
tures. 

The first meeting was held 
at Aurora cinema in Santa 
Cruz where 200 Aruban men 
put their names on the petition 
(at that time women could not 
vote). Subsequently more sig¬ 
natures appeared on the peti¬ 
tion for a total of 2,147 names 
( which can all be viewed at 
the March 18 monument lo¬ 
cated in down town. 

He traveled to Holland in 
1948 to attend the important 
Round Table Conference, 
where new relationships within 
the Dutch Kingdom was de¬ 
bated with the support of his 
Aruban political foe, Juancho 
Irausquin, and Curagao politi¬ 
cian Dr. Da Costa Gomez. 

The conference opened on 
January 27 and the motion was 
denied in February. But Eman 
did not give up. He remained 
in Holland, despite the depar¬ 
ture of the Aruban delegation, 
to try to convince the Curagao 
delegation. 

On the last day of the con¬ 
ference, March 18, he deliv¬ 
ered the historic motion for 
autonomy, giving an emotional 
address explaining the rights of 
Arubans to decide on their 
own matters. 

The motion was accepted 
unanimously. 

However, a then-called In¬ 
terim Regulation awaiting a 


definitive autonomy, imposed 
by Holland a year later, created 
a split in Aruba politics, and 
left Aruba in a Netherlands An¬ 
tilles where Curagao had the 
majority in Parliament. 

Shon A. died unexpectedly, 
but his plight was not in vain. 
A young politician, Betico 
Croes, took over the strive and 
after founding his own party, 
MEP, vowed to continue pur¬ 
suing Aruba’s autonomy, the 
Status Aparte he would later 
name it. 

In the height of his political 
career, Betico Croes, after con¬ 
ducting a referendum in 1975, 
where the people chose to be 
separate from the Netherlands 
Antilles, proclaimed March 
18, the date Shon A. presented 
the motion for autonomy in 
1948, as Aruba’s National Day, 
and for the first time the 
Aruban flag was raised during 
an emotionally charged 
evening in the Wilhelmina Sta¬ 
dium. The most poetic folk¬ 
song “Aruba Dushi Tera” was 
proclaimed Aruba’s national 
anthem. Thousands were 
moved to tears as the island’s 
national symbols were made 
official, only strengthening the 
wish for autonomy. 

That day finally arrived on 
January 1, 1986, ten years after 
that unforgettable evening of 
March 18, 1976, 38 years after 
Shon A. Eman officially pre¬ 
sented his motion in the con¬ 
ference of 1948.

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Status Aparte - How it works 


The Dutch-devised Constitu¬ 
tion of the Kingdom of The 
Netherlands, signed in 1954 by 
Holland, Surinam, and The 
Netherlands Antilles, divided 
12 of the 22 Antillean senate 
seats to the island of Curagao, 
and eight to the island of 
Aruba. 

Aruba is officially celebrat¬ 
ing the fact that on January 1, 
1986, it pulled away from the 
political dominance of Cu¬ 
rasao, and today is an equal 
third party in the Dutch King¬ 
dom next to Holland and The 
Netherlands Antilles. This big 
celebration takes place with 
the official Flag and Anthem 
Day on March 18. 

Aruba’s “Status Aparte,” as 
the secession from The Nether¬ 
lands Antilles is popularly 
called, elevated the island from 
island territory status to a na¬ 
tion status. 

The two-level system of 
government of Aruba while it 
still was part of the Antilles 
ceased to exist. The system - 
an island government and a 
central government - will be in 
place until October 10 of 2010 
for The Netherlands Antilles. 

Aruba has a totally new, al¬ 
most fully autonomous system 
of government. Except for ex¬ 
ternal defense and foreign af¬ 
fairs - which are taken care of 
by Holland - Aruba handles all 
its affairs by itself. 

Political Structure 

At the head of the single¬ 


level system of the govern¬ 
ment of Aruba is the governor, 
who represents the Dutch 
queen on the island. 

The governor and the Coun¬ 
cil of Ministers form the gov¬ 
ernment of Aruba, but the 
governor does not carry politi¬ 
cal responsibility, as he is invi¬ 
olable. The political respon¬ 
sibility lies with the ministers. 

Government Apparatus 

Island government depart¬ 
ments as well as central gov¬ 
ernment departments of Aruba 
while it still is part of the An¬ 
tilles, today fall under the ju¬ 
risdiction of the Aruba Council 
of Ministers. 

Antillean central depart¬ 
ments in Aruba such as police, 
customs, telecommunications 
have fallen under the control of 
the Aruba government since 
1986. 

In the cases where there 
were both island and central 
departments of the same nature 
like the island and central edu¬ 
cation department, the two 
were fused into one depart¬ 
ments falling under a new 
Aruba department of govern¬ 
ment. 

Court of Appeals Shared 

Aruba has its own First In¬ 
stance Court of Justice. 

But the Court of Appeals 
(where the first instance rul¬ 
ings can be appealed), is a joint 
Court of Justice of the Antilles 
and Aruba. It is therefore 
called the Joint Court of Ap¬ 


peals of the Antilles and 
Aruba. It had formerly been 
called the Court of Appeals of 
the Antilles. 

For appeals to the Supreme 
Court, both Aruba and the An¬ 
tilles remain dependent on the 
Dutch Court of Cassation in 
The Netherlands. 

Aruba-Antillean Relations 

One of the strict conditions 
set by the Dutch government 
before agreeing to Aruba’s se¬ 
cession from the Antilles con¬ 
stellation was that the two 
must maintain close and last¬ 
ing ties of cooperation. 

Especially, it was agreed at 
the 1983 Dutch Kingdom 
Round Table Conference 
(where Aruba’s Status Aparte 
was decided) that neither 
Aruba nor the Antilles should 
compete unfairly against each 
other. 

Aruba and the Antilles have 
signed a number of bilateral 
cooperation agreements con¬ 
cerning several areas, includ¬ 
ing aviation and economic 
matters. 

The Dutch Kingdom Round 
Table Conference called for 
the institution of an Institution¬ 
alized Court, to mediate in 
conflicts that could arise be¬ 
tween Aruba and the Antilles. 

The close and lasting coop¬ 
eration of the two nations also 
calls for a Joint Council of 
Ministers, which is to meet 
regularly to discuss matters of 
mutual interest.

Arubans National 
Anthem 


The “'Aruba Dushi Tera” was 
created in 1952. The lyrics and 
music are both from Padu (del 
Caribe) Lampe (1920) and 
RufoWever (1917 - 1977). 

On the sixteenth of March 
1976 it was officially acceped 
by the Island Council of Aruba 
as the National Anthem and 
two days later it was officially 
inaugurated on the eighteenth 
of March 1976. This year 
marks the 34th anniversary of 
the “'Aruba Dushi Tera” as the 
National Anthem of Aruba. 

The rhythm of the “Aruba 
Dushi Tera” is called the waltz. 

Upon acceptance of it as the 
National Anthem a third cou¬ 
plet, written by Hubert “Lio” 
Booi, which expresses the 
love of the Aruban people for 
its freedom, was added.

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The Flag of Aruba 



On the 18th of March 1976, 
the Aruban flag was inaugu¬ 
rated. 

The Aruban flag has four 
colors: - Bunting Yellow - 
Larkspur or U.N. blue - Union 
Jack Red and White. 

The background of the 
Aruban flag is Larkspur (blue) 
representing the sea that sur¬ 
rounds the island. 

The four-pointed star sym¬ 
bolizes the position of Aruba 
in the ocean surrounding it; it 
also symbolizes the four direc¬ 
tions of the compass, from 
which directions representa¬ 
tives of more than 40 nations 
emigrated to Aruba and 
formed a community, living in 
harmony, which is a guarantee 


for the highest form of liberty. 

It also points to the four 
coasts of Aruba, where the sea 
forms a natural barrier. 

The star also points to the 
four maritime and aerial 
routes, from where the island’s 
economy emanates, and from 
where the tourists arrive and to 
where the tourists depart. 

The red-white star also 
symbolizes the immense affec¬ 
tion each citizen has for the is¬ 
land; it also denotes the 
island’s ancient industry of 
Brazil wood, and pays tribute 
to the Indian blood that was 
spilled in the French Pass for 
their liberty. 

The white border around the 
star symbolizes the extensive 


snow-white beaches that sur¬ 
round the island; at the same 
time it represents the purity of 
the hearts of the inhabitants of 
Aruba who have a high respect 
for justice, order and liberty. 

The horizontal yellow 
stripes denote the free and sep¬ 
arate position of Aruba in the 
same sea without distancing it¬ 
self from the other islands and 
nations. 

Yellow is the color of abun¬ 
dance. It represents Aruba’s 
chemical and petroleum indus¬ 
try, and the aloe, which along 
with commerce and tourism 
form the source of income of 
the people. It also symbolizes 
the ancient source of income of 
the mining of gold. 

The yellow stripes also 
show the solidity and the last¬ 
ing duration of the abundance. 

Six hundred and ninety- 
three entries with designs for 
the flag were sent in by resi¬ 
dents of the island and two 
other entries were received 
from Bonaire on the request of 
the Government of Aruba for 
individuals to submit a design 
for the flag of the island. 

The flag was chosen by a 
special committee which pe¬ 
rused the entries.

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Intel unveils new server chips 
ahead of AMD

private information

Thousands of Americans may 
unwittingly be sharing per¬ 
sonal medical and financial 
information stored on their 
home computers when they 
use file-sharing software, ac¬ 
cording to a new study. 

’’The issue has been bub¬ 
bling for a couple of years,” 
said lead author Khaled El 
Eman, a senior scientist at the 
University of Ottawa's Elec¬ 
tronic Health Information 
Laboratory. 

"In the past we knew there 
was a problem. We just didn't 
know how big it was. We also 
wanted to see if anyone was 
actively searching for this in¬ 
formation.” 


El Eman and his col¬ 
leagues found evidence of 
outsiders actively searching 
for files containing private 
health and financial informa¬ 
tion on peer-to-peer (P2P) 
file-sharing networks such as 
Gnutella, eDonkey and Bit- 
Torrent. P2P networks let 
users connect with the com¬ 
puters of other users on the 
network and search for and 
download files. 

"Very simple search terms 
such as 'medical records' or 
'credit card’ were quite effec¬ 
tive in returning sensitive 
documents,” El Eman told 
TechNewsDaily. Retrieving 
this information, he added, 
does not require world-class 
computer hacking skills. 

"It's a total no-brainer,” he 
said. 

Given the popularity of 
P2P file sharing, though, this 
translates into tens of thou¬ 
sands of computers at risk, El 
Eman said. 

"There are around 250 
known P2P file-sharing pro¬ 
grams,” he said. "And they 
vary in their badness. Some 
of them are known to auto¬ 


matically share everything on 
your machine without in¬ 
forming you what it's sharing. 
Some of them are better be¬ 
haved.” 

P2P probing to discover 
personal information is a rela¬ 
tively recent wrinkle in file¬ 
sharing activity, El Eman said. 
In the past users primarily ac¬ 
cessed and shared music, 
videos and pornography. 

Safeguards 

Whether you are a private 
individual or a healthcare 
worker taking patient records 
home, the only guaranteed 
way to keep your data safe is 
to avoid keeping it on a com¬ 
puter that does not have a 
file-sharing program in¬ 
stalled. 

For home users, that’s not 
always easy. Teenagers are 
particularly fond of file shar¬ 
ing, El Eman said, and will 
frequently install programs 
without telling anyone. 

If you're using a shared 
computer, he recommends, 
create different accounts for 
different users. That way, 
only one user's data will be at 
risk at any one time. 


SAN FRANCISCO - Intel 
Corp released its newest server 
chips this week, as it seeks to 
maintain its dominance over 
rival Advanced Micro Devices 
Inc, and prepare for an ex¬ 
pected rise in demand. 

The new microprocessors, 
designed to power both 
servers and high-end desktop 
PCs, are the first of Intel's 
server chips featuring smaller 
transistors that have helped 
the company's laptop and 
desktop chips push stronger 
performance while eking out 
better energy efficiency. 

Intel also built in security 
features the company says 
can encode and decipher files 
much faster, effectively re¬ 
moving the "encryption tax” 
or computer performance lost 
due to protecting files. 

The chips will be released 
under the Xeon product line 
for servers, and Core i7 for 
desktop computers, which 



Babies love a beat, according 
to a new study that found 
dancing comes naturally to 
infants. 

The research showed ba¬ 
bies respond to the rhythm 
and tempo of music, and find 
it more engaging than speech. 

The findings, based on a 
study of 120 infants between 
5 months and 2 years old, 
suggest that humans may be 
born with a predisposition to 
move rhythmically in re¬ 
sponse to music. 

"Our research suggests 
that it is the beat rather than 
other features of the music, 
such as the melody, that pro¬ 
duces the response in in¬ 
fants,” said researcher Marcel 
Zentner, a psychologist at the 
University of York in Eng¬ 
land. "We also found that the 
better the children were able 
to synchronize their move¬ 
ments with the music, the 
more they smiled.” 

To test babies' dancing 
disposition, the researchers 


Intel hopes will gain traction 
particularly with the enter¬ 
tainment and video game 
markets. 

But the biggest opportu¬ 
nity rests with servers, said 
Intel's general manager of 
server marketing, Boyd 
Davis, where an estimated 
one-third of the market is 
running on chips made more 
than four years ago.

Patrick Patla, general 
manager of AMD's server di¬ 
vision, said the company's 
newest chips will also offer 
increases in speed pushed by 
a dramatic redesign. 

AMD's newest chips are 
due in the next few weeks. It 
remains to be seen how they 
will match up against Intel's 
latest chips. 


played recordings of classical 
music, rhythmic beats and 
speech to infants, and video¬ 
taped the results. They also 
recruited professional ballet 
dancers to analyze how well 
the babies matched their 
movements to the music. 

During the experiments, 
the babies were sitting on a 
parent's lap, though the adults 
had headphones to make sure 
they couldn't hear the music 
and were instructed not to 
move. 

The researchers found the 
babies moved their arms, 
hands, legs, feet, torsos and 
heads in response to the 
music, much more than to 
speech. 

Though the ability appears 
to be innate in humans, the 
researchers aren't sure why it 
evolved. 

"It remains to be under¬ 
stood why humans have de¬ 
veloped this particular 
predisposition,” Zentner said. 
"One possibility is that it was 
a target of natural selection 
for music or that it has 
evolved for some other func¬ 
tion that just happens to be 
relevant for music process¬ 
ing.” 

Zentner and his colleague 
Tuomas Eerola, from the 
Finnish Centre of Excellence 
in Interdisciplinary Music 
Research at the University of 
Jyvaskyla, in Finland, de¬ 
tailed their findings in the 
March 15 issue of the journal 
Proceedings of the National 
Academy of Sciences. 


Facebook to open office in southern India 


MUMBAI - Popular so¬ 
cial-networking site Face- 
book will open an office in 
India, joining a long list of in¬ 
ternational firms that have 
looked to tap a skilled work¬ 
force that provides support 
services at relatively cheap 
wages. 

Facebook's office in the 
southern Indian city of Hy¬ 
derabad will support users, 
advertisers and developers in 
India and around the world, 
the company said in a state¬ 
ment on Monday. 

Hyderabad also houses 
other foreign firms, including 
Internet powerhouse Google 
and software giant Microsoft, 
whose Indian employees 
work on everything from 
writing software codes to 
providing customer services 
at cheaper salaries than in de¬ 
veloped nations such as the 
United States.

WASHINGTON - In a sur¬ 
prising discovery about where 
higher life can thrive, scientists 
for the first time found a 
shrimp-like creature and a jel¬ 
lyfish frolicking beneath a 
massive Antarctic ice sheet. 

Six hundred feet below the 
ice where no light shines, sci¬ 
entists had figured nothing 
much more than a few mi¬ 
crobes could exist. 

That's why a NASA team 
was surprised when they low¬ 
ered a video camera to get the 
first long look at the underbelly 
of an ice sheet in Antarctica. A 
curious shrimp-like creature 
came swimming by and then 
parked itself on the camera's 
cable. Scientists also pulled up 
a tentacle they believe came 
from a foot-long jellyfish. 

"We were operating on the 
presumption that nothing's 
there,” said NASA ice scientist 
Robert Bindschadler, who will 
be presenting the initial find¬ 
ings and a video at an Ameri-

The New Rules for Curing and 
Preventing Hangovers 

The pometini pitchers were flowing, and you danced like a star. But today, you’re feeling 
a wee bit fried. These feel-better tricks will help, no matter what you did last night. 



1. Those cocktails were re¬ 
ally good 

What to do today: after too 
much hooch, drink a lot of 
water and at least one serving 
of fruit juice (any kind, even 
if it’s not 100% juice)—that 
will replenish the sugar that’s 
lost when your body metabo¬ 
lizes alcohol. 

And treat yourself to extra 
carbs, such as wheat toast, 


which help your body 
process the alcohol by deliv¬ 
ering extra sugar and absorb¬ 
ing the alcohol’s toxins, 
experts say. If your head 
hurts, it’s partly because alco¬ 
hol has an inflammatory ef¬ 
fect that makes your blood 
vessels swell, a common 
headache trigger. Christine 
Lay, MD, a headache special¬ 
ist at The College of Physi¬ 
cians and Surgeons of 
Ontario, recommends ibupro- 
fen, which not only relieves 
the pain, but has anti-inflam¬ 
matory powers that acetamin¬ 
ophen doesn’t. 

2. You danced all night in 
stilettos 

You pulled out your best 
moves, but now your feet are 
achy. That happens because 
high heels strain the balls of 
your feet and the metatarsals, 
the long bones in the fore¬ 
foot, explains Marc A. Bren¬ 
ner, DPM, a podiatrist based 


in Glendale, New York. “De¬ 
pending on how pointy the 
shoe, you may also have pain 
in your toes,” he says. After 
you get up, soak your feet in 
cool water for 10 minutes. 
Then dry off and massage 
them with a foot balm con¬ 
taining menthol, which offers 
short-term pain relief. 

When you must put on 
shoes again, drag out the most 
comfortable pair in your closet 
(read well-cushioned with 
thick soles and good arch-sup¬ 
port); they’ll help ease the 
ache. Soak again at night, wear 
sane shoes for the next day or 
two, and you’re good for an¬ 
other round of dancing. How¬ 
ever, if the ache doesn’t go 
away, call your doc. 

3. You had the richest meal 
of your life 

You adored the steak frites 
and chocolate souffle. The 
bloat and full feeling 12 
hours later? Not so much. As 
soon as you feel hungry, re¬ 
turn to your normal eating 
habits—maybe a breakfast 
that includes low-fat dairy 
(like low-fat cottage cheese), 
high-fiber whole grains like 
oatmeal, some fruit, and a lit¬ 
tle protein like a hard-boiled 

egg- 

Then hit the gym ASAP. 
Experts say that exercise may 
help gas escape your body, 
which can ease the bloat. Fol¬ 
low your normal diet the rest 
of the day; try not to blame 
yourself or drastically cut 
back on calories to make up 
for last night. “One night of 
indulgence won’t wreck a 
healthy diet,” says Elisa Zied, 
MS, RD, a New York City- 
based spokeswoman for the 
American Dietetic Associa¬ 
tion.

3 Questions About Fragrance 
Allergies 



If you find yourself develop¬ 
ing a killer headache when rid¬ 
ing an elevator with someone 
who was a bit generous dab¬ 
bing on the perfume, you may 
be suffering from fragrance al¬ 
lergies or sensitivities. 

Although that person's 
perfume may have been all 
too obvious a culprit, there 
are many hidden sources of 
fragrances, says Clifford W. 
Bassett, MD, medical direc¬ 
tor of Allergy & Asthma Care 
of New York. 

What are some of the 
most common sources of 
fragrance allergies? 

Skin care products, 
colognes, perfumes, moistur¬ 
izers, soaps, deodorants, af¬ 
tershave - all kinds of 
products that smell nice but 
contain chemicals that our 
immune system may not like 
very much. 

What are the most hid¬ 
den sources of fragrance al¬ 
lergies? 

Low-allergy or hypoaller¬ 
genic products may contain 
fragrances that aren't obvious 
because of a less aromatic 


smell. Fragrance-free prod¬ 
ucts may have a "masking" 
fragrance added to cover up 
the smell of the chemicals. 

Also, many magazine ad 
inserts for perfumes and skin 
care products are laden with 
fragrance. People may actu¬ 
ally have difficulty reading 
the publication as a result of 
the scent. 

In some cases, the reaction 
to various products can be 
aggravated by exposure to 
the sun. This is known as a 
photosensitivity. 

What are the symptoms 
of fragrance allergies? 

Most commonly, the skin 
is affected. There may be rash 
or redness, itchiness or even 
blistering of the face and skin 
as a result of daily or one¬ 
time usage of a product. 

Fragrance allergies can 
also affect the eyes, causing 
extreme redness, irritation, 
tearing and burning, and 
some swelling of the eyelids. 
Sneezing, runny nose, nasal 
congestion, headache, even 
breathing difficulties can also 
be triggered by a strong odor.

WASHINGTON - US Treas¬ 
ury Secretary Timothy Geith¬ 
ner yesterday warned jobless 
Americans they face a torrid 
year ahead, predicting conti¬ 
nued high unemployment lev¬ 
els despite advances “some- 
"time this spring." 

Geithner said some im¬ 
provement in the decimated 
US job market would come 
soon, but it would not be 
enough to eat into near double¬ 
digit unemployment levels. 

In a statement co-authored 
by top White House economic 
aides, Geithner warned more 
than 100,000 jobs would have 
to be created each month to 
push the jobless rate down 
from its current level of 9.7

The Coat Of Arms 



The Coat of 
Arms of Aruba 
has been in use 
since the 15th of 
November 1955. 

On this date, the 
Aruba Island 
Council ap¬ 
proved the Coat 
of Arms in an of¬ 
ficial resolution. 

The original 
design of the 
Coat of Arms 
was created by 
“Atelier voor 
Heraldische 
Kunst” of Am¬ 
sterdam, Hol¬ 
land. 

The Aruba 
government ef¬ 
fected two changes so that the 
Coat of Arms would reflect yet 
more symbols of Aruba. 

Aruba’s Coat of Arms re¬ 
flects the typical aspects of the 
people of the island: 

*The aloe is the symbol of 
the first source of welfare of 
Aruba. 

*Hooiberg (the island’s 
landmark) symbolizes Aruba 
rising out of the sea. 

*The handshake is the sym¬ 
bol of the friendly ties with 


other nations and people, on 
political as well as economic 
levels. 

*The gear symbolizes in¬ 
dustry, as the island’s main 
source of progress. 

*The cross in the center is 
the symbol of devotion and 
faith. 

*The lion atop the Coat of 
Arms represents power and 
generosity. 

*The laurel leaves are sym¬ 
bols of peace and friendship.

When Aruba became an au¬ 
tonomous state in the Dutch 
Kingdom one of the institutes 
that were created was the Cen¬ 
tral Bank of Aruba and the 
Aruban florin was created. 

The original designs of the 
Aruba paper money as well as 
the Aruban coins are by artist 
Evelino Fingal. The artist 
found his inspirations for the 
unusual designs in old Indian 
paintings and pot shards of 
some 900 years ago. 

Fingal combined the ar¬ 
chaic forms of Aruban wildlife 
with pictures of the animals 
unique to the island: The cas¬ 
cabel - the rattlesnake; the dori 
- the frog; the mero - the 
grouper; and the turtles and 
shells. 

After the designs were sent 
to Holland to be printed, the 
designs had to be “translated” 
to fit the machines. For the 
front, only two colors were 
possible, for the back three 
colors. Quite a few proof 
sheets were needed to get the 
exact color-scheme and clarity. 

The paper for the bills has 
to be of a special quality: dirt- 
repellent, not easily torn, and 
should withstand thousands of 
times being folded. 

To prevent fraud, many 
safeguards are implemented, 
like watermarks and the code 
for visually impaired people. 

The issue and sale of the 
yearly coin sets and the several 
commemorative coins is done 
in close cooperation between 
Aruba and De Nederlandse 
Munt. De Nederlandse Munt 
publishes a collector’s maga¬ 
zine in Dutch with a circula¬ 
tion of 90.000. The magazine 
in English has a circulation of 
10.000. 

The silver coin commemo¬ 
rating World War II is Aruba’s 


fourth commemorative coin. In 
1986, a special coin was 
minted for the Status Aparte. 
Five years later, the fifth an¬ 
niversary of Aruba as part of 
the Dutch Kingdom, was the 
reason for the issue of a gold 
and silver commemorative 
coin. A total of 10.000 of these 
coins were minted. In 1992, 
Aruba’s first Olympic coin 
was made and in 1996, the spe¬ 
cial coin for ten years Status 
Aparte and 20 years Flag and 
Anthem were minted. 

After this period many 
more commemorative coins 
have been minted and might 
still be available at the Central 
Bank. 

On December 5, 1995, a 
new bill and a new coin came 
into circulation. The 500 
Aruban florin bill and the 5 
Aruban florin coin, the second 
square coin (the first being the 
50 cents). The beautifully styl¬ 
ized fish on the 500 Aruban 
florin bill is called a mero 
epinehelus morio, mero in 
short. With the introduction of 
the 5 Aruban florin coin the 
preceding bill was eliminated. 



Now, the unique 5 Aruban 
florin square coin has been re¬ 
placed by a round matte gold 
colored round coin to avoid 
fraud. 

Aruban money with the de¬ 
signs of the mero (500 florin), 
dori (100 florin), shoco (50 
florin), cascabel (25 florin), 
calco Indjan (10 florin) and the 
turtle (5 florin) is unique and 
beautiful. Special collectors 
covers are on sale in book¬ 
stores. For the commemorative 
coins, however, one should go 
to the Central bank of Aruba 
located in the commercial area 
right across the Divi Mega re¬ 
sorts on the J.E Irausquin 
Boulevard.

Ovechkin 'disappointed' 
by NHL suspension 



WASHINGTON - Washing¬ 
ton forward Alex Ovechkin 
said he didn't intend to injure 
a rival NHL player and was 
"disappointed” he was sus¬ 
pended by the NHL because 
of the incident. 

The league Monday sus¬ 
pended Ovechkin for two 
games for a play Sunday in 
which the Capitals player hit 
Chicago defenseman Brian 
Campbell. 

Ovechkin shoved Camp¬ 
bell, who was skating with 
the puck, from behind and the 
Blackhawks player crashed 
into the boards. Campbell 
broke a collarbone and frac¬ 


tured a rib. Game officials 
handed Ovechkin a major 
penalty and game misconduct 
for the play. 

Ovechkin, in his statement 
Tuesday, said he was sorry 
Campbell, who will miss 
about eight weeks, was in¬ 
jured and "I hope he is able to 
return to his team soon." 

"As players we must ac¬ 
cept responsibility for our ac¬ 
tions and I am no different, 
but I did not intend to injure 
Brian and that is why I was 
disappointed with the NHL's 
decision (Monday)," 

Ovechkin said. "I look for¬ 
ward to returning to my team 
and doing everything I can to 
be the best player I can be." 

This is Ovechkin's second 
suspension this season. The 
latest benching will cost him 
more than $230,000. 

Ovechkin is a two-time 
winner of the Hart Memorial 
Trophy as the league's most 
valuable player.

PARIS - The US women's 
4x400m relay team will be 
stripped of their gold medal 
from the 2004 Athens 
Olympics after the suspen¬ 
sion of Crystal Cox for dop¬ 
ing, world athletics 
governing body IAAF con¬ 
firmed. 

"This athlete recently ac¬ 
cepted a 4-year period of in¬ 
eligibility and disqualification 
of her results from 2001 after 
having admitted her involve¬ 
ment in the BALCO conspir¬ 


acy,” the IAAF said in a state¬ 
ment. 

”She took part in the 
4x400m US Relay team who 
won the gold medal at the 
2004 Athens Olympic 
Games. According to the 
IAAF Competition Rules in 
effect in 2004, the US relay 
team results will be disquali¬ 
fied accordingly.” 

Second-placed Russia are 
set to receive gold ahead of 
Jamaica and Britain.

Murray moves on, Dementieva into 
quarter-finals 


INDIAN WELLS, Califor¬ 
nia - Australian Open runner- 
up Andy Murray booked his 
fourth-round berth at the 
BNP Paribas Open on Tues¬ 
day with a straight-sets vic¬ 
tory over American Michael 
Russell. 

Murray, the fourth seed, 
beat Russell - ranked 68th in 
the world - 6-3, 7-5. 

Russell, who has never 
reached an ATP Tour final, 
didn't go quietly, breaking the 
world number four in the ninth 
game of the second set as 
Murray served for the match, 
putting the set back on serve 
after Murray's early break. 

Murray brought the pro¬ 
ceedings to a close after an 
hour and 52 minutes when he 
broke Russell in the 12th 
game of the second set to line 


up a clash with either Ameri¬ 
can James Blake or Spain's 
Nicolas Almagro. 

World number one Roger 
Federer, playing his first tour¬ 
nament since beating Murray 
in the Australian Open final 
for a 16th Grand Slam crown, 
was also slated for third- 
round action on Tuesday, 
along with sixth-seeded 
Swede Robin Soderling and 
seventh-seeded American 
Andy Roddick. 

On the women's side, 
fourth-seeded Russian Elena 
Dementieva led the way into 
the quarter-finals with a 6-3, 
6-3 victory over France's Ar- 
avane Rezai. 

She next faces Polish fifth 
seed Agnieszka Radwanska, 
a 6-3, 6-2 winner over 
France's Marion Bartoli. 


Dementieva is one of the 
biggest names left in the 
women's draw, after the de¬ 
partures of top-seeded Svet¬ 
lana Kuznetsova as well as 
Maria Sharapova, Kim Cli- 
jsters and Justine Henin. 

Caroline Wozniacki is the 
highest seed remaining at 
number two, the Danish teen 
taking on Russian Nadia 
Petrova. 

The winner of that match 
will take on Australian Open 
semi-finalist Zheng Jie of 
China, who reached the quar¬ 
ters with a 6-3, 4-6, 7-6 (7/1) 
victory over Australian Alicia 
Molik. 

Eighth-seeded Australian 
Samantha Stosur also ad¬ 
vanced, ousting defending 
champion Vera Zvonareva 6- 
2, 7-5. 
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Tiger Woods to return to 
golf at the Masters 


PALM HARBOR, Fla. - 
Tiger Woods said Tuesday he 
will return to golf next month 
at the Masters, ending a four- 
month hiatus brought on by a 
sex scandal that shattered his 
image as the gold standard in 
sports. 

’’The Masters is where I 
won my first major and I 
view this tournament with 
great respect,” Woods said in 
a statement. ’’After a long and 
necessary time away from the 
game, I feel like I’m ready to 
start my season at Augusta.” 

The Masters begins April 8. 

Woods has not competed 
since Nov. 15 when he won 
the Australian Masters for his 
82nd victory worldwide. 
Twelve days later, he crashed 
his car into a tree outside his 
Florida home, setting off 
shocking revelations that he 
had been cheating on his 
wife. 

’’The major champi¬ 
onships have always been a 
special focus in my career 
and, as a professional, I think 
Augusta is where I need to 
be, even though it's been a 
while since I last played,” 


Woods said. 

”1 have undergone almost 
two months of inpatient ther¬ 
apy and I am continuing my 
treatment,” he said. ’’Al¬ 
though I’m returning to com¬ 
petition, I still have a lot of 
work to do in my personal 
life.” 

There had been reports he 
would play the Tavistock Cup 
exhibition next week in Or¬ 
lando, followed by the 
Arnold Palmer Invitational at 
Bay Hill, where he is the de¬ 
fending champion and a six¬ 
time winner. 

’’When I finally got into a 
position to think about com¬ 
petitive golf again, it became 
apparent to me that the Mas¬ 
ters would be the earliest I 
could play,” Woods said. 

Already the major with the 
highest TV ratings, this Mas¬ 
ters could be the biggest yet. 
The first two rounds are tele¬ 
vised on ESPN, with CBS 
Sports on the weekend. 

Woods is a four-time Mas¬ 
ters champion, although he 
has not won at Augusta Na¬ 
tional since 2005, his longest 
drought there.
